We met with a great disappointment here last night,as,in consequence 
of the sudden indisposition of Mr. Kean, the Tragedy of Romeo and 
Juliet was substituted for Henry the Vth. Bills notifying the change 
of performance were posted at the doors, and hundreds went away 
after reading them, so that the house was miserably thin. Wher the 
curtain rose there was a loud cry of “ Apology! apology!” and some 
voices added “ Kean’s drunk!’ Wallack immediately stepped forward, 
when some miscreants in the gallery threw three oranges at him, on 
which he called out dt the wing “Send an officer into the gallery,” and 
afterwards, in great agitation, addressed the audience thus, ‘' Ladies 
and Gentlemen, I have had the honor and misfortune to address many 
audiences in this and other countries, but never before was so insulted, 
(pointing to the oranges.) I beg most respectfully to state, that bills 
have been placed at all the entrances, and the money-takers had or- 
ders to tell every one individually, that Mr. Kean was unable to play, 
so that it was optional if they chose to enter or not. Under these cir- 
cumstances, having in my hand the certificate of Mr. Kean’s surgeon 
that he is unable to perform, I claim that kind indulgence you are ever 
ready to grant on similar occasions. I assure you, Ladies and Gentle- 
men, it is a much greater disappointment to us than it can be to you, as 
we must be the losers ; therefore, I hope you will receive with indul- 
gence our efforts to amuse you.”’ This speech was more than once 
interrupted by applause, and when Wallack retired, he was loudly 
cheered. The Play then went on without any other interruption. Mr. 
Wallack playedRomeo most successfully ; the scene in which he hears 
of his banishment, and his last scene, were as finely acted as anything 
we have scen for a long time.
